US. Denies 
Atom Plan 
For Spain 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3 (®—De- 
fense Secretary Wilson and Secre- 
tary of State Dulles said today 
the United States does not plan to 
store atomic weapons at its new 
bases in Spain. 

Wilson said statements of top 
Air Force officials about storing 
bombs at Spanish bases were made 
without being cleared by the gov- 
ernment. Dulles said flatly: ‘‘We 
have no plans for storing atomig¢ 
weapons in Spain’ and Wilson 
placed himself ‘‘completely in line’’ 
with that statement. 

The question arose after Air Sec- 
retary Talbott and Gen. Nathan F. 
Twining, Air Force chief of staff, 
said in Madrid Monday that atomic 
weapons eventually will go to U.S. 
forces in Spain—provided Spain 
agrees. 


CONFERRED WITH IKE 

But Wilson and Dulles categoric- 
ally denied any such plan at sep- 
arate news conferences held after 
they conferred with President 
Eisenhower at the White House. 
Vice Adm. Donald B. Duncan, 
vice chief of naval operations, also 
sat in on the White House meet- 
ing. 

Wilson made these other points 
at his news conference: 

1. The Army, Nayy and Air 
Force budget requests for fiscal 
1955 are within less than $5,000,- 
000,000 of what the ‘Defense De- 
partment thinks the services 
should have. He said debate on the 
funds still is going on in the De- 
fense Department. 

2. Each of the three military 
departments should have an as- 
sistant secretary in charge of fi- 
nancial irs. 

“NO JUSTIFICATION” 

3. “‘Rumors” that defense spend- 
ing may be cut to a level that will 
hurt business have “no justifica- 
tion at all.’”’ 

4. There has been no directive 
from Washington to tighten censor- 
ship or otherwise place more strin- 
gent rules on the press in Korea. 
He made the statement in com- 
menting on reports of strained re- 
lations between the press and the 
Army and Navy in Korea. 

Talbott said ‘‘atomic weapons”’ 
eventually would go to U.S. air 
Units. operating from Spanish 
bases providing Spain agreed. But 
Twining indicated atom bombs 
would be given to US. air units in 
Spain only in event of attack.

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A Growing City 
Has Big Thirst 


You really miss the water when the 
main runs dry. 

* The two-hour break in water serv- 
ice Monday was enough to make At- 
lantans stop and think. 

Hospitals turned to melting ice and 
to emergency wells. Some industries 
were forced to shut down for the after- 
hoon. Men on the night shift went to 
work without shower it iki 'Fire- 
men crossed their Gneesahd prayed 
that there be no major blaze while the 
pressure was down. 

If a temporary interruption to the 
flow can do that to a city, then the 
thought of the dire results of a pardlyz- 
ing air raid should send a flood of vol- 
unteers to the Ground Observer Corps. 
A vital phase of Civil Defense is the 
protection of the water supply. 

But the implications of the Monday 
shut-off go further than enemy attack. 
A growing city has a thirst. Industry 
has become more and more dependent 
on water as manufacturing turns to 
chemical processes and synthetics. Wa- 
ter has assumed a role far different 
from the day when the city water works 
was the town pump. 

Metropolitan Atlanta — the city 
proper and Cobb and DeKalb Coun- 
ties — are dependent upon the ‘Chatta- 
hoochee River, as Jack Spalding point- 
ed out in his Tuesday column. The 
flow of the Chattahoochee is dependent 
in turn on climatic conditions, or rain- 
fall and the rate of runoff. The rate 
of runoff depends on erosion control 
along the river’s upper reaches. 

Forestry practices in White County 
have a direct bearing on Atlanta’s wa- 
ter supply. There are many facets to 
the problem of a city’s water reserves. 

Yet the basic problem is simple— 
storage in the soil ‘and in reservoirs in 
times of plenty for use in times of fam- 
ine. That’s where Buford Dam fits in. 
We owe the fact that it is under way to 
the foresightedness of men like Mayor 
William Hartsfield who realize that a 
city of a million people wil have an 
awful thirst. 

Greater Atlanta cannot take water 
for granted. It takes a break like Mon- 
day’s to teach us that. 

We'd soon become a city of parched 
lips and fevered brows if the enemy got 
through to our water works or the Chat- 
tahoochee were to sing its swan song.

Respect for Property 
Should Be One of ‘R’s’ 


Vandalism of the type which Greater 
Atlanta underwent last week might be 
curbed effectively through a plan sug- 
gested by high school students in Mil- 
waukee. 

Through the Inter-High School Stu- 
dent Council, the young people recom- 
mended legislation to make parents fi- 
nancially responsible for damage done 
by minors. 

Those who drafted the proposed 
financial responsibility law opined that 
if parents knew that destructive acts by 
their children would cost them money, 
they would take more interest in their 
offspring’s whereabouts and behavior 
and in training them early to respect 
the property rights of others. 

The Wisconsin teen-agers are hitting 
at the heart of the problem. Respect 
for the rights and the property of others 
certainly should be added to the ‘‘R’s” 
as a basic in education. 

Providing that father should pay for 
his failure to drive the point home 
would tend to make parents give more 
emphasis to that phase of the cur- 
riculum. 


Legal Profession Has 
Its Obligations, Too 


We have pointed out frequently that 
Atlanta has the highest homicide rate 
of any city in the nation. Regardless of 
the excuses we offer, we can take no 
pride in such statistics. Not only in 
Atlanta but elsewhere in Georgia, the 
taking of life has became quite a casual 
matter. | 

One of the reasons, of course, is 
leniency of our courts. When a man 
commits murder and is able to escape 
with a light sentence, the court invites 
others to do the same. 

We were interested, therefore, in the 
address of Justice Robert H. Jackson of 
the United States Supreme Court at a 
meeting of lawyers in Chicago Tuesday. 
The justice laid it on the line in attack- 
ing the administration of criminal law 
as “a humiliation and discredit” to law- 
yers and to the nation. 

The legal profession, the noted jurist 
said, should be ashamed of itself, not 
only because of administration of crimi- 
nal law but because “civil justice is 
still delayed or denied and is often be- 


ao . 


yond the reach of deserving men, and 


wom-:n.” 


“Our nation is plagued with un- 
precedented juvenile delinquency, 
gangsterism and shocking crimes fol- 
lowed only by long-delayed punish- 
ment or by none,” the forthright jurist 
declared. | 

He is right. We have seen it so 
many times right here in our own state. 
By use of technicalities and legal loop- 
holes, smart attorneys have been able 
to delay the course of justice for years. 
Cases become tied up in court and, be 
fore a decision is reached, all hope of 
justice to fit the crime has been lost. 


Professional crooks get along best in 
that they know how to talk to juries. 
These smooth operators often get by 
with lighter punishment, if any at all, 
than some first offender who is ignorant 
of the operation of our “temples of 
justice.” 

Mr. Justice Jackson is right. If the 
foundation of this country is to be based 
on moral force and law, it is time that 
we started asserting moral force and 
rendering law effective. The alterna- 
tive is a progressive undermining of our 
institutions and a country that “recog- 
nizes force and corruption as criteria 
for behavior. The legal profession has 
a gfeat obligation to combat this dan- 
gerous trend.

History will remember the battle- 
ship, however. In her day she ruled 
the seas and the empire builders fol- 
lowed in her wake. Let there be no 
tears, but many rousing cheers, at her 
demise.

Through 
the Crusaders, who found only temporary 
hospitality on the Arab world, the West 
learned about the compass, gunpowder and 
sugar, not fo mention new streams of re- 
ligious and philosophical thought; astron- 
omy, chemistry, mathematics and the very 
numbers we use when we count, 

Dr. Wells’ new field has been Greek and 
Roman. It has been ruled by the Ptole- 
mies of Egypt and the Turks. It has been 
an independent kingdom and a colony of 
the new Romans; the Italians of the House 
of Savoy and Mussolini. After World War 
II Libya was re-established as a kingdom 
under Idris I, who also took unto himself 
the title of Amir of Cyrenaica. The capital 
is Benghazi, a city of 62,000, and a place 
that seemed to change hands every other 
week during the African phase of World 
War II. 

Guy Wells is a citizen of the new world 
and has an important part in its scheme of 
education. Now he’s in the old, instructing 
youth in the things their ancestors knew 
but their parents had forgotten. Knowledge 
that has been preserved in Baldwin County, 
Georgia, is being returned to its source, 
and the doctor seems to be having a won- 
derful time supervising the transfusion.

Democrats Court 
Farmers, Labor 


WASHINGTON —In 1948 a coalition of 
labor and Midwestern farmers, each group 
operating independently for the most part 
and for its own reasons, was a big factor in 
es the election tide to the Democrats 

and Harry Truman and 
thus upsetting an all but 
conceded Republican 
victory. 

In last year’s presi- 
dential election that 
coalition came unstuck. 
A majority of Midwest- 
ern farmers swooped 
over to the Republican 
Party and to General 
Eisenhower who also, in 

or fact, was the benefici- 
ary of “elections from, the Democrats in 
the ranks of labor. The latter, however, 
still remained a hard core of Democratic 
support and Democrats count upon that in 
their comeback plans. 

They will need the farmers, too, or at 
east a substantial percentage, and chief 
missionary work now is directed toward 
that sector. We see that in the way Demo- 
crats are capitalizing the price-fall dilemma 
that confronts the Republican administra- 
tion which, but for the grace of Dwight D. 
Eisenhower's great attraction last Novem- 
ber, would have been a Democratic hair 
shirt now. 

Less noticed is the way the labor allies 
of the Democratic Party also were ex- 
ploiting the Republican dilemma and court- 
ing the farmers. 

This theme was stressed recently by 
Walter Reuther, CIO president, who took 
pen in hand and somewhat pontifically ex- 
pressed concern for the poor farmer whom 
he depicted as the victim of the Republican 
administration. 

With obvious political slant, he expressed 
the main and valid argument thus: _ 

“Already, the 13 per cent drop in farm 
prices since the last election has forced 
farmers drastically to curtail purchase of 
farm implements made by city workers. In 
some states, employment of CIO members 
in farm equipment plants has been cut in 
half. In Iowa alone, layoffs and short work 
weeks have cost workers more than a mil- 
lion dollars a week. 

“As city workers’ incomes fall, they 
must—due to inadequate savings and un- 
employment compensation — reduce their 
purchase of farm products. Farm ‘sur- 
pluses’—often the result of inadequate pur- 
chasing power rather than a reduced need 
for food—develop. These unsold farm prod- 
ucts tend to depress farm prices further 
and an economic cycle is started that, un- 
less checked, only leads to general eco- 
nomic collapse.’’ 

Mr, Reuther suggested a common legis- 
lative program to increase farm and labor 
purchasing power—price supports to give 
‘full parity return’ to farmers and cattle- 
men and for the worker an increase in the 
statutory minimum wage which now is 75 
cents an hour. 

A farmer-labor political alliance never 
has been effected in actual terms on a na- 
tional scale, though often tried.

problems pointed up in the present conflict 
is the negotiation of peace between Israel 
and the Arab states. | 

It appears to us the most effective ac- 
tion our government could take is to urge 
both groups to join minds and hearts around 
the conference table, and face squarely and 
cooperatively the immediate and long-range 
problems of the region which an era of 
peace can solve creatively for both.

As Weak as It Is, the Man Said, 
The U.N. Is Still W orld’s Best Hope 


The talk was of the United Nations, and 
there were those who were against it be- 
cause it was weak, and its members were 
contentious, and there were those who were 
against it because, they said, it — to 
destroy this nation’s eons — 
sovereignty, and there .,; 
were those who were 
against it merely be- 
cause the people who 
made up its councils 
spoke and thought and 
acted differently 
from us. 

Then the man with 
the moustache began 
to speak, very quietly. 
Consider, he said, the 
smallest political unit, the village, or the 
town. In any village or town, he said, there 
were many people who thought, and acted, 
differently from their neighbors in small 
ways. There.were rich men and poor men 
and, human nature being what it is, the 
poor men would like to own what the rich 
men have, and human avarice being what 
it is, there are some rich men who would 
like to take everything for themselves and 
leave the poor man nothing. 

Then why, he asked, in the little com- 
munity, does not each man take by force 
and violence what the other man has. Be- 
cause, he says, there is a man with a badge 
who represents law, and there are courts to 
uphold the law and a government to uphold 
the courts. And thus each man, in the 
is protected in his 
person and his property. 


All the way up the line it is the same, 
he said. Villages, counties, states, and 
nations live under the law that keeps the 
peace. And does the village lose its sov- 
ereignty because it obeys the rules the 
county lays down? Or does the county lose 


its sovereignty because it obeys the laws 
of the state? Or the state lose its sov- 
ereignty because it heeds the federal laws 
which apply to all the states? 


And where does this chain of law and 
order break down? he asked. It breaks 
down at the borders of nations. And na- 
tions, he said, are just like people. They 
are motivated by greed and envy. And, 
despite all the talk of ideologies, he said, at 
the root of the world’s troubles is pure, 
plain old human greed and envy, The 
“have not’”’ nations want what the ‘“‘have’’ 
nations possess. The rich nations some- 
times have taken by force and violence 
what the pdor nations have. And when you 
clear away all the underbrush, 
struggle for land, for trade, for wealth, for 
power that causes wars. 


And the only answer is a government 
that transcends all governments, he said, 
a world government that protects the weak 
and helpless nation, as the law of the land 
protects the weak and helpless citizen. And 
that, he said, is what the U.N.,, for all its 
weakness, for all its contention, for all its 
fumbling and failure, ig trying to become.

Within the Self 


Ever so often I hear people tell how the 
world is getting worse and how it will be 
destroyed by its own wickedness. But the 
Christ who ‘taught us to pray: “Thy kinge 
Thy will be done in earth” 
(Matthew 6:10), said it would be like the | 
mustard seed which “ 
grows into a great tree. 

He believed that love is 

stronger than hate, that 

truth is stronger than a 

liar, that goodness is 

stronger than evil, that 

righteousness is strong- & 

er than sin, that God is %%& 

stronger than Satan, © 

Dictators and rulers 

will die, even civiliza- 

tions will crumble, but 

God's kingdom will continue to grow. It has 
been so for the Jast 2,000 years, it will be so 
for the next 2,000-10,000-100,000 years. I 
believe, ‘‘The earth shall be filled with His 
knowledge and glory, as waters that cover 
the séa.’’ When I line up on the side of God 
and His Church, I believe I am on the win- 
ning side. 

How did Christ expect the kingdom of 
God to grow? Through church organiza- 
tion? Partly so. Remember, when some- 
one says he doesn’t need to belong to and 
be active in the church, it was Christ who 
said, “I will build my church” (Matthew 
16:18). To say the church is unnecessary is 
to contradict Him. But I sometimes think 
we emphasize church organization entirely 
too much. There is danger of polishing the 
bucket so much that we forget to use it to 
carry water to thirsty men. 

Did Christ expect God's kingdom to come 
through social reform? Of course, wherever 
the name of Christ is established, society is 
reformed but we must keep causes and re- 
sults in their proper order. I sometimes 
lose my patience with these people who are 
constantly crusading for some social re- 
form. J know that is important but I also 
know we cannot create a redeemed society 
until we, ourselves, become redeemed men 
and women. 

Jesus was not a social reformer. Though 
he lived under a government of Godless to- 
talitarianism, He never attacked it. He did 
not preach about prison conditions, freeing 
slaves, or about international relations. In- 
stead of sociology, He talked about man’s 
relationship with God. He knew that when 
a man gets right inside, then he will.live 
right. 

But it is easier to crusade than it is to 
repent. It is easier to write letters to Con- 
gress than it is to pray. It is easier to 
clean up slums than it is to clean up one’s 
own heart. It is easier to talk about the 
redemption of society than the saving of 
one’s own soul. 

Listen tagthese words from the first chap- 
ter of Mark: ‘Jesus came into Galilee, 
preaching the gospel of the kingdom of God, 
and saying, the time is fulfilled, and the 
kingdom of God is at hand:—let’s get busy 
and pass some laws.’’ No, ‘Let's start 
some social crusades.’’ No. He said, “‘Re- 
pent ye.”’ God's kingdom comes through 
individual lives.

We’re using so many of 
the pros’ ideas now, like the umbrella defense, place-kick special- 
ists, lots of passes, everything to loosen up the game and make it 
more interesting to the public. 

“The one step we've taken in the other direction is the switch 
back to limited substitution, and I’m sure that will be relaxed 
eventually. That was done mainly in the interest of cutting ex- 
penses. Very few people actually realize just how much it costs 
to put a college football team on the field.’’ 


With costs booming, affection for the pros growing and 
reaching long TV arms into the hinterlands, there will come 
another wave of resigning football schools. The public won’t 
be willing much longer to foot, the bill of the long drive and 
tickets and the stadium with football, college and pro, sat- 
urating the channels.

Working mothers who have been doing quite a lot of lady- 
like howling about the failure of income tax laws to recognize 
the cost of employing nursemaids as a business expense, will be 
pleased to know that action is coming up. 

Rep. Ed McGarity of Henry County has dispatched to his 
colleagues over the state copies of a measure which he will intra _ 
duce when the General Assembly reconvenes here this month. 
He asks them to study his bill and give it their support—a thing 
which will bring working mothers rallying enthusiastically. 

True it’s a state bill and, if passed, will get relief from state 
taxes only, but it’s a beginning and there’s considerable hope 
in the land that Georgia congressmen will get the same kind of 


legislation through in Washington. 


Brown-eyed Sara Ellis Taylor, the McDonough mother whé 
has probably done more than any woman in Georgia to get action 
in the matter, has been going around to meetings of business and 
professional women, button-holing legislators and studying income 
tax laws. She thinks that there are several exemptions that a work- 
ing woman might be honestly entitled to, among them the ex~ 
pense of hiring someone to look after elderly dependent parents. 
But maturer political minds have warned her that to overload 


the bill will be to kill it. 
So the McGarity bill, 


as it wil! be introduced, calls for de- 


ducting the expense of providing for the care of children under 
16 years of age, on condition that the care of the child ‘‘must 
be provided in order to enable the taxpayer to be gainfully em-. 


ployed.”’ 


Mrs. Taylor, a McDonough doctor’s daughter, who works if 
the office of the Clerk of Superior Court in Henry County, saw 
the necessity of such a bill when she ahd her husband, J. §,

The Fulton County Grand Jury 
for the term September-October, 
1953, having completed its work, 
respectfully submits: the follow- 
ing presentments: 

THE SOLICITOR GENERAL 

At the outset we would express 


our thanks to Solicitor Paul Webb | 


and his able staff for the courte- 
ous ahd helpful assistance given 
us during our term. By their aid 
in an advisory capacity and in 


—|presenting their cases promptly 


and clearly, they have facilitated 
our work. The Solicitor was at 
all times diligent in the perform- 
ance of his duties, and we were 
impressed with the absence of 
animus or prejudice on his part. 


THE JUDICIARY 

The Grand Jury was pleased 
to find that the court dockets of 
the Superior Court, both the 
criminal and the civil, were in 
splendid condition. The adminis- 
tration of justice is not a hurry- 
up affair, but one of serious de- 
liberations, and we commend the 


o Judges and the Solicitor for their 
| cooperation in keeping the dock- 
4/ets in this shape. 


However, we join numerous 
Grand Juries which have pre- 


% ceded us in recommending that 


the sentencing powers be placed 
in the hands of the Judges in- 
stead of juries, since under the 
laws of our State juries are not 
permitted access to defendants’ 
previous records, but which are 
available to the Courts. 


SMALL LOAN PRACTICES 

This Grand Jury heard .xten- 
sive evidence concerning the 
methods of making loans and 
charge on loans by individuals 
and companies engaged in the 
small loan business. We found 
charges made were exorbitant 
and placed an unreasonable bur- 
den upon necessitous borrowers, 
and in our belief practices dis- 
closed in cases investigated by 
us cannot be supported as fair 
and equitable business principles. 
If not indeed illegal they impose 
intolerable burdens upon those 
with whom they do busigess. We 
are informed there are many 
loopholes in the present law gov- 
erning such transactions, and we 
earnestly call upon our Legisla- 
tive Representatives to enact 
such legislation as will plainly in- 
dicate charges of any and every 
kind that can be made on small 
loans, including the financing of 
automobiles. 


PROFESSIONAL BONDSMEN 
We were informed by Chief 
Jenkins, of the Atlanta Police De- 


should awaken to the gravity of 
this situation and become inter- 
ested to a much greater degree 
than is now apparent. 
TAX COLLECTIONS 

Investigation was made by us 
of difficulties which have arisen 
in the office of the Tax Commis- 
sioner resulting from the consoli- 
dation under the Plan of Improve- 
ment. Delay has been experi- 
enced in preparing a Digest for 
the City of Atlanta, and also in 
the issuance of tax bills. This 
delay has.created quite a prob- 
lem to the City in its financial 
operations, which for years have 
been on a fiscally sound basis. 
We find that both city and county 
officials are now working to- 
gether harmoniously in an effort 
to solve this problem. We be- 
lieve such cooperation, if contin- 
ued, will prevent a recurrence of 
difficulties such as have been ex- 
perienced this year. Changes 
are contemplated which should 
expedite the issuance of tax bills 
and simplify matters for taxpay- 
ers. We believe the consolida- 
tion of the tax offices to be a 
constructive step, and we are told 
that in many counties*much larg- 
er than ours similar operations 
are entirely successful. We com- 
mend the attitude of both city 
and county authorities in their ef- 
forts toward successful operation. 

Upon investigation we find that 
for the years 1950 and 1951 there 
are many thousands of dollars in 
uncollected taxes, in addition to 
large sums. against taxpayers 
since insolvent. We recommend 
the Tax Commissioner assign 
adequate staff to push these col- 
lections more vigorously than be- 
fore, as it is our opinion that if 
sufficient effort is made, much

COUNTY BUDGETARY 
CONTROL 

We find that at the last Gen- 
eral Assembly a new. law was 
passed which enables Fulton 
County to establish a Budget 
Commission to propose and man- 
age a financial budget for the 
County. Operation becomes ef- 
fective January 1 next, and rigid 
rules are set forth for the prep- 
aration of such budget. The 
budget is to be submitted to the 
Commissioners at their first teg- 
ular meeting in December. It 
shall be advertised and shall be 
officially adopted in January fol- 
lowing. Any interested citizen 
is entitled to examine the provi- 
sions of such proposed budget, 
which we believe will result in 
improved financial planning and 
control for the County. We are

Its 
functions also include physical 
examinations of food handlers, 
beauticians and barbers. It is 
recommended that all such exe 
aminations be charged for at the 
same rate. Supplies and inven- 
tories used by the various depart- 
ments appear to be orderly ant? 
well kept. ‘We recommend bet- 
ter inventory control than’ ap- 
pears at present. It is noted that 
the vital statistics department is 
operated under Georgia law ag 
an independent unit, and we 
raise the question whether or not 
the department should not be di- 
rectly responsible to the adminis- 
trator of the Health Department, 
and the cost and revenue a part 
of the-operating budget.

West made a rather futile over- 
call of two diamonds. Such a bid 
is more apt to be helpful to the 
opposition than to hinder them. 
It gave North an opportunity to 
make an immediate cue bid, 
though it did require slight poetic 
license. Had West passed, North 
would have been compelled to 
bid in a roundabout manner. His 
hand is worth 17 points in sup- 
port and is therefore a shade too 
strong for a double raise, which 
covers hands valued at 13 to 16 
points. When South showed his 
second suit, North, having al- 
ready taken drastic action, could 
do no more than return to part- 
ner’s first suit, but after South 
showed the ace of clubs, North 
was justified in showing the 
heart fit. 

West opened the queen of 
diamonds, which declarer won 
in dummy. With his cup running 
over, he promptly led a low 
spade from dummy and put up 
the queen from his own hand. 
When West showed out, every- 
thing went black. South consid- 
ered that he had been the vic- 
tim of an outrageous fate but 
failed to elicit any sympathetic 
reaction from partner. ‘Who 
would expect trfmps to break 
4-0?" he .complained. Actually, 
this distribution is not nearly 
as remote as some players seem 
to think. It will occur about one 
time in 10, and come to think of 
it, a horse coming in at nine to 
one does not necessarily rate a 
bold headline. 

Declarer could have protected 
himself against this mishap by 
a simple precaution, which had 
everything to gain and nothing 
to lose.

KNOW YOUR GEORGIA By C. J. Holleran 
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The Redman’s Burden 

Following the Revolution, the United States Government 
faced a serious problem in Georgia. The people demanded that 
all Indians be removed frém the state. The federal government. 
quietly decided to pursue a program of passive resistance to 
the demand. The acts that followed were based on the hypo- 
eritical art of ‘‘double-dealing.’’ The national government as- 
sured Georgia the redskins would be relocated in the Middle- 
west. Faith in that promise led the state to donate her western 
lands to the Union. From these lands the states of Alabama 
and Mississippi were created. In treaty negotiations with the 
Indians, the government led them to believe they were to 
become an integral part of the new republic and urged that they 
adopt the ways of the white man. The Cherokees, believing the 
suggestion was honest and sincere, proceeded to build an 
amazing nation of their own, based on the principles of good 
will and good citizenship. They drew up a constitution which 
followed the structure of the United States document; passed 
laws to promote morality; constructed a ‘‘national’’ capitol and 
courthouse. The once wild tribes settled down to the pursuit 
of agriculture, horticulture and stock raising. Permanent homes 
supplanted the teepee of the past. They started a newspaper 
printed in both Cherokee and English. Christian churches and 
missionary schools were welcomed and the excessive use of in- 
toxicating liquors discouraged. The whole unsavory procedure 
came to a tragic climax when Georgia threatened to take up 
arms against the Indians and the national government unless 
the promise of removal was fulfilled. The Cherokee capitol 
was located at New Echota, Ga., and in 1830 the State Legis- 
lature passed an act forbidding the Indians to operate their 
government within the boundaries of Georgia. This was the 
beginning of the end of the Cherokee nation, and a bitter lesson 
for all concerned in the methods of dishonest diplomacy.
